WELLINGTON AND WASHINGTON. 

The subscription for a memento to the Duke 
of Wellington — of what character isnolyetilc- 
tcrmiiied upon, whether obelisk or mausoleum 
— goes on with great activity. In England 
alone £11,445 ha\c already been collected. — 
Yet we perceive after all the combined exer- 
tions of the principal personages of America 
for years, not $30,000 have been collected for 
a monnment to Washington, the Father of onr 
country. The matter, to oiii shame, appears 
to have terminated in Ihe private donation (u 
Ihe family of a beautiful marble sarcophagus, 
presented by a g.-nllemaii of Philailelphia ; anil 
his remains, which had been iiiidistuibed at hi 
roiiiantic villa of .Mount Vcinoii since his death, 
have been enclosed in tins new depository — on- 
ly the garderner and domestics being present to 
gaze on the noble features of that man whose 
every hair should have been deemed “a rich 
legacy” to his country. 

Death, it is sai.l linii not discomposed the se- 
renity of his countenance, which was in its lead- 
en cofllo preserved, with the last smile with 
which he bade adieu to the world slill lingering 
on his lips. If the people of this country, who 
owe to him Ihe liberties and happiness they 
enjoy, had felt the gratitude tiicy shuiilil 
have felt, coahl such an incident asthis have 
been passed over with the indiflcrcnce it has. — 
Why the very stones themselves should have 
prated of the whereabout of such a man’s 
last mortal relics. His bier should have been 
placed, like Cas.ir’s, at the pillars of the Capi- 
tol, for all the present geiieralioii to have come 
to ilo it homage. 

Yet the living Wellington — a soldier of for- 
tune— a pet from the cradle of the nobility to 
which he was born— can awaken a livelier sym- 
pathy than he who has founded, in this western 
hemisphere, an empire of freedom— an asylum 
foroppressed hum.inity, a home for iheivorld|who 
prize the self respect, the independence, nnd 
dignity of their species, nnd scorn the chains 
of tyranny.

INCREASE OF THE ARMY. 

A hill for the increase of the Army of the U. 
States passed the Senate on Thursday without 
a dissenting voice. The substance of its pro- 
visions is as follows ; 

Section 1 adds 58 privates to each of the 
companies of artillery and infantry, and gives 
a serjeaiit major to each company of every arm 
in the public service. 

Section 3 adds to the corps of engineers one 
lieutenant colonel, two majors, six captains, six 
first and second lieutenants. 

Section 4 organizes the topographical engi- 
neers, to consist of one colonel, one lieutenant 
colonel, four ma jors, ten captains, and ten first, 
and ten secoild lieutenants. 

Section 7 authorizes the appoiatment of four 
assistant adjutant generals, with the rank of 
major, and four with the rank of captain of 
cavalry. 

Section 9 adds to the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment two assi-tani quartermaster generals, with 
Ihe rank of lioiiteimiit col.»neI, eight assisteiit 
qiiarterisasiers with ihe rank of captain, all 
cavalry rank. 

Section 10. The coinmissaiiat of subsistance 
toreceiveaii addition of five ollicers, to wit: a 
colonel, a licntenaiit colonel, and three majors. 

Section 13 adds to Ihe ordnance two majors, 
ten first, and ten second lieutenants. 

Section 14 fixes tlie price of Ihe army ration, 
when not received in kirid, at ‘3.S cent®, and al- 
lows an additional ration to all line and stulT 
olficers, for everj- five years’ service. 

Section 15 equalizes Ihe pay ol the non com- 
ndssioned ofiicere, musicians, nnd privates, with 
that of the marines, Ihe effect of which is to aihl 
about a dollar a month to their pay

I merely say that 
we cannot acquire any useless knowl- 
edge. Bui, say those who appear to 
have iindeistanding and judgment in these 
matters; we have no lime for study, we 
the meclianics. No time for study! — 
What! have you no time when a huge 
ponderous body is to he lifted — no lime 
to fix llie lever and the fulcrum; to pre- 
pare the tiiclinet' plane or hitch the tack 
le? Is it economy of time for you to do 
that with your liands wliich might be 
done witli the simplest piece of machine 
ry? Would you set your apprentices to 
work, your jouriiev men and yourselves 
to lift nnd earn;, by m.iin strength, wliat 
a child might push forward on a roller, if 
you would hut lake lime to fix tlie roller? 
VVlint would you say of a man who, in 
stead of splitting his logs for firewood, 
with a beetle and wedge, were to saw 
them in two lengthwise with a key-hole 
saw — declui'ing all tlie wliile, tliat as for 
him, iie did not pretend to know much 
about mechanics, that a key-hole saw 
was good enougli for him — and as for the 
beetle and wedge, and other out-of-thc. 
way contrivances, for his part lie hud no 
belief in them? 

Would you not laugh at liim as a poor 
economist of lime — and a very poor rea 
soner, and would he not he likely to con 
tinue a very poor man? Yet he would 
say no more than you say — every man 
of you — when you declare you have no 
time for reading — no time for study— 
no lime to improve yourself, each in his 
own particular trade, by stepping out of 
the circle he was brought up in. How 
do you know but there is some shorter 
and easier way of doing all that you do 
in your workshops and tactories? Be as- 
sured that there is a shorter and easier 
way for all of us— tliat there is no one 
thing we do, in wliich improvements may 
not be made. Have you not the p^oof 
continiinlly before your eyes? Are not 
the master-workmen tlie owners nnd em- 
ployers of otlier men? are they not those 
will) have made the best use, not of their 
fingers, but of their thinkers? 

CnEMISTnV IN' THE KlTCHEN'. Why 

is it necessary to mi-X lime will) nsiies in 
soap making? The answer to this ques 
tion will explain the reason why the pro- 
cess ofton fails, and suggest a remedy 
for the evil. — -Common soap is a com- 
pound clieniically united, of of alkali or 
ley from potash, and grease, fat or tallow. 
Tlie alkali is naturally combined with 
curhonic acid, for which it lias stronger 
affinity than it has for grease; hence, 
jwliile it continues untied witli dhe acid, 
it will not unite vvitiithe grease, and pro- 
duce soap. But lime having a. stronger 
afiiniiy for llie acid than the alkali has, 
extrac's it from tlie ley, and the alltali 
tlien readily unilos viiih tlie grease, 
and forms soap. From this it willseon, 
that the lime slioiild lie spread over the 
bottom of the leach tub in order that the 
ley may filter lliroiigh it; and also tliat 
the lime he fresh burnt, as it then has a

CANADA NEWS. 

The TF«r.— The mail from the West 
has ‘again suspended,’ and we liave re- 
ceived no Uelroit papers since Friday. 
Our latest intelligence from the seat of 
war, is brought by Capl. Kline of the 
schr. Wliile Pigeon, whicli sailed from 
Detroit on Tliursday niglit. He informs 
us that the Patriots were assembled at 
Gibralter about 500 strong, and were 
drilling under the command of Gen. Har. 
dy Bois Blanc, and Sugar Island had been 
abandoned by ilie Patriots. Gen. Suth- 
erland was under a second arrest at De- 
troit. Tlie royalists had a force of about 
000 at Malden. Two persons only, were 
killed on hoard the Anne. One was the 
captain of Ihe schooner, the other a man 
by the name of Davis, from this place. 

V dcpiiialion has been sent from Mon. 
roe to Malden, to ask a restoration of 
the citizens from the former place, taken 
prisoners in the capture of the Anne. 
The arms belonging to the state in the 
hands of Patriots, had been recovered by 
Gov. Mason. Every tiling was quiet 
in Detroit, and Patriot reinforcements 
were silently gatlicring. 'I'lie hlusler of 
Gen. Sullierland, liad been succeeded 
by more discreet and prudent movements.

The aflatr at Fort Schlosser, atrocious 
enough in its first appearance, is made a 
graver offence by being avowed and ap- 
piovod not only by the rornmanding offi- 
cer of tlie British Iroops, hut by the go- 
vernor of Upper Canada . Wo publish- 
ed yesterday a general order from tlia 
liead quarters at Cliippowa. in wiiicli Ihis 
outrage was declared lo liave met witli 
unqualified approbation” of that func- 
tionary. 

We hardly looked for this; but Sir 
Francis Head had already given a proof 
how little he understood the duties of his 
own position. He was silly enougli in 
his message to the parliament of Upper 
Canady, to complain formally of the 
■Heelings held in tiie United States to 
express sympailiy with the Canadians, 
and of tlie remarks which the papers of 
the United Stales chose to make concern- 
ing Canadian politics. These are not 
matters either for the interference of his 
government or ours. People hero will 
have their own opinions in relation to the 
struggle in Canada, and if they choose 
to express ihem in puiilic meetings, or in 
print, wc should like to know what is to 
prevent them. The same thing would 
he done in England, nor would the British 
government venture lo interfere. 

Some of our citizens have passed the 
Canadian frontier and engnged with the 
patriots. Our government could not pre- 
vent tills — no government could prevent 
ii. The citizens of England and France 
mingle in the wars of all nations, in spite 
of the neutrality 1 f their own govern- 
ments. We cannot bar the way to any 
person wtio chooses to quit our territory; ■ 
we cannot prevent his taking liis proper' 
ty with liim. We can only prevent mil* 
ilary prepartions from being made hero 
on any extensive or public scale. This 
is all a free government could do, and 
llii.s our government is doing. England 
could licr.self do no more in such a case. 

Sir Francis Head probably supposes 
that llie expression of tlio opinions of the 
American people, in public meetings and 
news-papers, and the circumstance that 
certain adventurers from our side are en- 
gaged in the Canada revolt, are sufficient 
reasons for liis invading our territory, 
destroying llie property of our citizens, 
and cutting their throats. The same lo- 
gic which led him to make our public 
meetings and the language of our news- 
papers the subject of official complaint, 
would naturally make him suppose that 
this was a just punishment for our pre- 
sumption. 

The course taken h\' Sir Francis Head 
II increase the difficulty of obtaining 
redress. The perpetrators of iho out- 
rage will not now be delivered up, ho- 
causo they acted under the direct orders 
of their superiors. Tlie responsibility 
of the guilt rests mainly with those who 
commanded llie aci, and lliongh robbery 
and assassination were actually commit- 
ted, we have liitlc expcctnlinn that the 
principals, .McNah and Sir Francis will 
he delivered up to he tried by a New 
York trihuriial, and executed by a New 
York iinnginan.

REMARKS OF MR. DIXOX, 

Of IIeiuier?on, in the Seimlc of Kenlticky, 
upon the bill to take the sense of the pi ople of 
this State as to the propriety of eailiitj' a 
OonventioQ. 

Mr. Spkaker— 

The laliuide which has boen taken in de- 
bate by gentlemen on both sides of the (piostion 
now under discussion, seems to me not warrant- 
ed either by the spirit or letter of the bill on 
your tttble. That bill, sir, does nut propose 
this f|onse shall now vote to cull a convention 
of the people to revise their constitution; on 
(he contrary, it only proposes that the power 
shall be given to the people, by the passage of a 
law, to determine, at the polls, by their votes 
whether they will bave a convention or not 
and yet, gentlemen have thought proper not 
only to discuss the merits of the present consti- 
tution, but to suggest principles which they 
would like to see incorporated in the new one 
which is to succeed it. Believing that all such 
arguments as these are entirely irrelevant, and 
that (hey have no bearing upon the onl^ ques* 
lion which Senators are called on by their votes 
to decide, I will proceed to show what, in my 
opinion, is the real question, and to otfer a few 
of the reasons which will influence roe to give 
my vote in favor of the bill. 

The ninth article of the constitution of Ken« 
tucky declares, 

^^Thnt when experience sh.ill point out the 
necessity of amending this constitution, nnd 
when a majority of all the numbers elected to 
each House of the General Assembly shall, 
within the flrst twenty days of their stated an 
niial session, concur in passing a law, for tak- 
ing (he sense of (he good people of this Common 
wealth as to the necessity and expediency of 
culling n convention , it shall be the duty of the 
several Sheriflfs, and others, returning officers, at 
the next general election^which shu l be held 
for representatives, after (he passage of such 
law,jto open u poll for, and make a return to 
the Secretary, for the time being, of the names 
of all those entitled to vote for representatives, 
who have voted for calling a convention; and 
if, (hereupon, it shall appear that a majority of 
nil (he citizens of this State, entitled to vote for 
representatives, have voted for a convention, the 
General A sembly shall direct, that a similar 
poll shall be opened anti taken fur the next 
year; and if, thereupon, it shall appear, that a 
majority of all the citizens of this State, enti- 
tle«l to vote for representatives, have voted for 
n convention, the General Assembly shul), at 
their next session, call a convention, to consist 
of as many members as there shall be in ihe 
Mouse of Representatives and no more; to bo 
chosen in the same manner and proportion, at 
the same places, and at the same time, that rep 
resentativesare, by citizens entitled to vote for 
representatives; and to meet within three 
months after the said election, for the purpose 
of re-adop(ing, amending, or changing this con 
stitution. But if it shall appear, by the votes 
of either year as aforesaid, that a majority of 
all the citizens entitled to vote for refiresenlu^ 
lives, did not vote for a convention, a oonveii- 
tion shall not be called 

I t will be seen at once, Mr. Speaker, from the 
article in the constitution from which I have 
just quoted, that the only bill which we can now 
pass, ij a bill to give the people the power of 
voting for a convention at the two ensuing elec- 
tions, and that if it shall appear by the voles 
of either year that a majority of all the citizens 
entitled to vole for representative*, did not 
vote for a convention, a convention sha’l not 
be called. The question then is fairly made 
out, both in the constitution and the bill, and 

i* — will you trust the people with the power 
of voting, two years successively, fora conven- 
tion? Sir, this is the only qiietiion; and let 
gentlemen attempt to disguise it as they may, 
they can make nothing more nor less out of the 
bill on your table. Sir, we are told by Sena- 
tors, that this bill, having no other object than 
the one I have just mentioned, ought not to 
pass. That its passage will bedangcrousto lib- 
erty, to good order, to all the rights, rcligiou* 
and civil, of the ;>eople; that it will be cutting 
loose the vessel of State, and launching her into 
the great ocean ofunlried experimems, without 
chart, or map, or rudder or pilot, to conduct 
her back into the harbor. Sir, is all thistiue? 
Is it a fact that the people of Kentucky des- 
cended, as they arc, from a race of ancestors, 
renowned alike for their fenrlnrs intrc(a)dity ' 
the hour of danger, and their deep devotion to 
liberty in the hour of pence, are unworthy to be 
trusted by their representatives vvith tive privi- 
lege ofsaying at the polls, whether they will 
have their constitution amended in such man- 
ner as their wants and their necessities may re* 
quire? 

Is it a fact, sir, that the people of Kentucky 
»re wholly incapable of governing ihemseKes, 
and require guardians to watch over them, to 
save them from the danger of making slaves of 
themselves and their children? Sir, if all this 
be true, then I .must confess that the estimate 
which I have been in the habit of placing upon 
Kentucky character and Kentucky patriotism, 
has been altogether a mistaken one. 

Let us refer to the history of the country and 
see whether it does not furnish a sufficieni refu- 
tation of all such unworthy imputations. In 
1795, the peo)dc of Kensucky, then in their in- 
fancy, held a convention and framed for them- 
selves a conslitntion. In 1799, being dissatis- 
fied with their new constitution, they called 
another eonvention, and framed the one which 
we now propose allowing them the liberty of 
amending or revising. Under this constitution 
the people have lived for near fotty years, and 
gentlemen who oppose its amendment, insist 
that if it be not perfect, that it is as near perfec-1 
tion as it is given to the wisdom of man to attain. ' 
Blit, sir, we aretold that Uus same people, whoi 
in 1799 frame<l a constitution, which gentlemen! 
characterize as the great chart of human liber-' 
ty , if [)l;iced under similiar ciicnmstanees,l 
would plnnge the State into the wildest disor-' 
der, confusion, and anarchy. Sir, (he very fact^ 
that they then did not so act, hut on the con- 
trary, acted with calmness, with wisdom, and' 
m eye single to (he great ami essential interests^ 
of their country, is a sufficient guaranty that if 
this bill now passes, and it should be the wish' 
of the people that a convention be called, that- 
those who mny be members of that convention,! 
will still act from the same exalted feelings of 
patriotism, and with a view to the accomplish* ' 
rocQt of the same noble purposes. Sir why 
shoiiMthey not so ncM Will they have any- 
motive not to do so? They have their own and ! 
their children’s happiness and liberty deiiending 
upon their deliberations, and what istlear to the 
heart of the patriot ; they will have the hope of 
trausinittiag their names to after ages us the' 
benefactors of mankind. These were the feel -i 
ings which entered into the flelibo.ntions of 
those who formed the convention of 1799 and 
unices their descendants have become dead to 
every thing like love of country, these would be 
their feelings, if called upon to perform the same 
■o'emn duties. 

Blit. Mr. Speaker , let us examine this mat- 
ter still further, and see whether, if this bill 
passes, it will confer upon the people of the 
State of Kentucky, greater power than that 
which may now be exercised by the whole peo- 
ple of the United States, under the Federal 
constitution, in amending that instrument 
They have the right to propose, directly, (with- 
out the aid of an act of Coneress,) through their 
renresentatives, such amendments to the Fed- 
eral constitution as mny be deemed expedicut 
and prop-r— which, if ratified by the Legisla- 
tures of three fourths of the States, become at 
once a part of tn. fixed and fundamental laws 
of the land. Sir, when we take into considera- 



tion the fact, that they have the power of iit 
once fotcing their representatives in Congress, 
to propose any aiiieiiilinents which they may 
desire, and their members of the several Stale 
IjCgislatiires to ratify such amondiiieiits, niter 
they are proposed, it must of necessity be ad- 
iiiitlcd, that their power over the constitution, 
to cliunge, to alter, ot abolish it, is without the j 
as-ist:ince of any such law, as that wdiich we 
lire now attempting to enact, not only uncon- 
ditional, but entirely absolute; and yet, in the 
possession of Ibis vast power, without any con- 
stiltitional restraint whatever uiion their action, 
they have not only, for years, forborne to exer- 
cise it, but have taken llie ship of State :ts she 
i«, and safely coiiiliicted her through every pe- 
ril, and through every difficulty which the mad- 
ness of patty, or the ravings of demagogiiism 
could throw aroiiuH her. And, sir, if the great 
body of the people svho compose the citizens of 
the whole of the United States have trusted, 
since the foundation of the Federal constitu- 
tion, with the very power which the bill now 
nntler discussion would confer upon the people 
of Kentucky , and have not, during the long 
lapse of years which has intervened between the 
making of that constitution and the present 
time, abused that power, do I not, from this 
single fact, derive an argument in favor of the 
competency of the people of Kentucky for self 
government, too stioiig to be overturned by all 
the denunciations, by .,11 the threats, and by 
nil the sophistry and dark forebodings of those 
who so zealously oppose the passage of this bill 
But, sir, whdt else. The people of the states of 
Virginia, of Pennsylvania, of 'I'ennessec, of 
Mississippi, and other States have, within a few 
years past, held conventions with Ihe view of 
amending their cnnstifiilions ; and I believe It 
m*ay be .afcly nffirmed, that if they have not 
improved them, they have at least, not left them 
ill a worse condition than they found them 
One odious principle in the constiliilioii of 
Virginia has been e.vpunged — I mean the prin 
cipic which drew a distinction between tho rich 
and the poor; the principle which secured to 
the one the privilege of voting because he was 
rich, anil reCused it to thcother because he was 
poor. Sir, was not this of itself, it siilficient 
compensation for all the turmoil, the anxiety 
and the agitation which the calling of a con 
vention had given riseto — the raising a portion 
of the citizens of that ancient and renowned 
commonsvealth from the degraded condition of 
Russian serfs and T iitkibh slaves, to the cleva' 
ted anil dignified character of freemen ofVir 
ginia, was a glorious achievement; it was, in 
effect, proclaiming to all classes of the people 
that no matter how exalted the station of the 
one, or humble that of the other, that the con 
stitution which they had just framed recog 
niaed no difference between them, other than 
that which grew out of merit, of public servi 
ces, and an ability to serve their country. Sir., 
this glorious principle ought to be incorporatetl 
ill the constitution of every people, and writ 
ten in letters of gold over tno door of the cap 
italof eyery nation. 

The members of the conventions of the se 
veral States, which I have just mentioned, did 
not run into the wild extremes and disorders 
wl ich gentlemen seem to npprehend the citi 
zens of Kentucky would fall into, if they are 
allowed, by the pastage of this bill, the right 
to vote for a convention. On the contrary 
their deliberations seem to have been churac 
terized by all the calmness, dignity and regard 
for the lives and property of individuals, be- 
coming men, filling such high and responsible 
stations. Sir, it is a reproach to the whole peo- 
ple of this State to say, that in the discharge 
of the sacred trust which in Convention would 
devolve on a portion of them, in making or 
amending the fundamental law of the State, 
that they would be less regardful of all the 
great principles of huruan rights, than the peo- 
ple of tlie Slates which I have just mentioned. 
It is a reproach upon them to say that they 
shall trust us, tlieir representatives, with the 
power of voting away their property, liberties, 
and their lives; and that we cannot trust them 
—with the poor privilege of saying at the polls 
whether they will have their constitution a- 
mended or not. For one, sir I here enter my 
solemn protest against all such aristocratic and 
illiberal conclusions. .Mr. Speaker, it is the 
doctrine of the Kings and crowned heads of 
the old world, that poiver ouglit not to be trus- 
ted with the people,— because they know, that 
in proportion us you increase that of the peo- 
ple, you diminish that of the King. They, sir 
act upon the principle that they hold their ill- 
gotten power by authority from heaven, and 
that they are not responsible to any e.arlhly tri- 
bunal for the abuse of it. Hence it is that no 
matter how much their subjects, (who arc ihe 
people,) may have suffered under injustice and 
oppression— no matter how many have bled 
under the axe of the cruel despot, who mur- 
ders, as he would have them believe, by divine 
permission — no matter though the tax gatherer 
to keep up the splendor of the throne of the’ 
Roynl Tyrant, may have extorted from the 
poor the last farthing which his hard carnin»H 
had procured him to purchase bread for his chil- 
dren; he dare not raise his voice in favor of a 
change in the iron system which has impover- 
ished and enslaved him, lest he fall a victim to 
his own temerilv and pay the penalty of hi. 
presumption and his crime, by ihe forfeiture of 
hislife, to the cxccutinncr. Sir, I am opposed 
to principles like these. I have tyranny in 
whatever form or shape it may come, and I do 
not arrogate to myselfany extraordinary share 
of patriotism, when I say, that ns a freeman I 
I would oppose its introduction at the threshold 
of my country, and in the language of a mar- 
tyr to liberty, “its entrance should only be over 
my lifeless corpse.” Yes, sir, I should r.ather 
seethe ocean wave sweep with desolating fury 
country, than see her 
fiiir hills the abode of tyrants, and her rich val- 
les the home of slaves. And sir, I contend 
hat a refusal on our part, to give the people 
tlie ngnt to change theirgovemment to ?tiit its 
provisions to their wants, ami adapt its powers 
to their nccessilies, is at once to fasten upon 
them the mod odious system of tyranny and 

oppression. ^ 

But, .Mr. Speaker, it has been urged by gen- 
tie.nen that the people do not want a conven- 
tion— that they are well satisfied with tiie me- 
sent constitution of the State, and do not desire 
to have it changed or amended. Sir, I think 
very differently from gentlemen who a.Ivnnce 
this opinion. I not only think that they are 

grea ly dissatisfied with many features in their 
cotislitiiiion, hilt, to get clear of them, they are 
de crmined to have aconvention ; and that they 
will hold to a terrible..accoiiniahility, ihe repre- 
sentatives who defeats their will — ~ - 



sents their opinions. ’ ™i*feprc- 

I cannot doubt, sir, that nearly the whole 
people of the St.ite are greatly opposed to the 
present mode or appointing many of the officers 
of the Uoveriimcnt. They are opposed to the 
present coui.ly court system; to the present 
mode of making justices of the peace, sheriffs, 
constables, and some other officers; and. I be- 
leie that they would be decidedly in favor of

harmless— for it isjilear, that if a m.ijiirity of 
the people are against a coiivcntirn, it does 
not compel them to have one, but pursuing, as 
it does, the coiistitiilioii ; it leaves it cutiiely 
discretionary with Ihun to have or not to have 
a convention, if il majority of the while legal 
voters of the Stale of Kentucky vole, two years 
successively, for calling a convention, they 
will then have one; if they do not, the bill of 
course becomf'S tliill and of no effect . The 
whole mutter then islelt entirely with the peo- 
ple, and if they do not think pro|ier to exercise 
the power thus granted, it is with them to with 
hold their suffrages at the polls and defeat the 
provisions of Ihe bill. No injury, sir, can pos- 
sibly result to the country Irom opening the 
polls an. I taking the votes uf the people upon 
this all absorbing rjiiestioii . So far from it, it 
will be the means of giving repose to the com- 
munity, and of attaching tlie people more 
firmly to the existing conslitntion, if they de- 
Icriuine not to change it ; but, on tlie contrary, 
it there should be a majority of the whole peo- 
ple of the State who desire to have the consti- 
tution changed — who shall say that their wish- 
es ought not to be be complied with — I, sir, 
holding as 1 do, the doctrine that all govern-; 
menis arc made for the benefit of the people,' 
and that a majority have the right to change 
them whenever expediency shall point out the 
necessity of so doing, can.ioi withhold roy vole 
in favor of a measure which would give to them' 
Ihe right of exercising this great privilege. This,' 
sir. is the doctrine contained in the i^vlara-, 
tion of Independence, niid which was subscri-i 
hed toby the ablest statesman and pnrost pa-, 
triots who have ever lived, either in that or 
any other age. Sir , it is declared ir, thiitsa-' 
cred instrument, by such men as Jefferson,’ 
Franklin, and many ofhers,J“lhat nil incip are 
created equal; that they are endowed hy their ’ 
creatoi with certain titialicnahic rights; that! 
among these are life, libcity, and the pursuit of 
happiness; that to secure these righls, gqycrn- 
nieiits arc instituted amongst men, ilcriving 
their just po versfrom the consent of It.egovcrii- 
cd ; Hint whenever any form of governmejit be- 
comes destructive of llie.-e ends, it is the right 
of the people to alter oi to abjlish ii, and to 
institute a new government, l.iying its foiin 
daiions on such principles, and organizing its 
powers ill such form, as to them shall seem most 
likely to effect their safety and happiness. 

Mr. Speaker, is the principle contained in 
that part of the Declaration of Independence 
which I just rend, correct or iiof? Is it a prin- 
ciple which ought to bo adhered to by the pa- 
triot and the statesman, or ought they to re- 
ject it, and deny to the people, the right to al- 
tei or abolish their government, or to institute a 
new one, laying its foutidations in such priiici 
pies, and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness) Tide, sir, is the ques- 
tion, and the only question involved in the pas- 
sap of the bill : nnd to reject the bill, is 1 main 
tain, a denial of the oorroclness of the princi- 
ple. 

One of the leading objections, however, to 
the passage of the bill, is, that the calling of a 
Convention will operate as a virtual repeal of 
the whole constitution of the State. This, sir, 
would not be the fact; so far from it, if a Con- 
vention should be called, and fails to act, the 
constitution will remain just as it now is, and 
the people of the State will be bound by it, to 
Ihc full extent that they now n re. It is true, 
that a Cunvention, ifealied, will have the right 
to repeal or abolish the whole constitution ; but 
to possess the right, does not necessarily. imply 
that theyuiuslexeicise the power. My opinionis, 
that in the event of calling u Convention, some 
changes will he made in the coniiitmion ; such as 
I have before mentioned, but not such as ivqtilil 
amount to its total repeal or abolition. I hive 
but little doubt that the people are strongly at . 
Inched to many of its provisions, and will vote 
to retain theru, even if they -should cnncliide 
to amend it. But, .Mr. Siwaker, admitting it 
to be true, that the calling of a Convention 
would, of itself, amount to an entire repeal of 
the coiistiliitioiqit woulil, in my judgment, con- 
situle one of the strongest leasons which could 
possibly be userl in favor of so amending it, as 
to avoid this difficnlly in future; for it might 
again happen, as it now h.is, tli it the people 
w'ould like to change many of its features, which 
experience h.ad proven to be either useless or 
injurious, without endangering its entire, exis- 
tence. And if they cannot now exercise such 
a power, the constitiitson should be so amend- 
ed as to give them the right to do so. 

But, Mr. Speaker, we are told by Senators, 
that if this bill passes, our country will be agi- 
tated to its centie by abolition documents;— 
that they will be poured in upon ns from the 
east and the north, until our whole community 
shall present a scene o( wiki tumult and coin- 
motien. Thisthreat, however well calcul.iicd 
to alarm the timid, as un argument, has no 
force in it. -Sir, is it the law of this State which 
keeps in check the ubolitionist, or is it the 
moral sense of Ihe community) I have looked 
into the constitution of Kentucky, and I can 
find nothing in that instrument which prohibits 
the discussion, the free discussion of the aboli- 
tion of slavery, and all other questions which 
the people think proper to discuss. 1 have 
looked into the laws which have been passed 
by the I.egislature of Kentucky, since the adop. 
tion of the constitution, and if they impose any 
restraints upon the full and free discussion of 
this question, I have been unable to discover it. I 
Away then, with the argument that the' 
passage of this bill will invite into our State, 
the abolitionist and his incendiary donum'ents. 
Sir, the same moral force of public sentiment, 
which has heretofore stayed his desolating 
march, will continue to keep him in awe, even 
after the passage of the hill. Wherever he has 
gone, whether in this, or the other States, his 
approach has been hailed as the approach of 
pestilence, nnri his departure ns the departure 
of the worker of iniquity, and the ultimate de- 
slroye* of the peace and happiness of muokind. 
No, sir, let him come within our borders, iVheiil 
anil how he may , nnd there will arise a wild | 
a.i'l sanguinary spirit against him, which uolh-l 
kig bill Ills utter destruction c in ever satisfy or I 
appease. But, say gentlemen, whv wil'you' 
pass this bill) are not the people quiet, arc thpy 
iini calm, are they not free from excitc.a.m,.' ) - 
Where are the petitions, under the weigTfit of 
which the tables of Senators would groan, it 'he 
people were really oppressed, un i re.pi ru l a

the very calm, and quiet, and freedom of the 
people from agitation upon this great questi.m, 
is one of the host possible argiiiiieiiis which gen- 
tlemen can use with me, in favor ofthe pas'sa-'o 
of the hill. It is the best jiruof, seeing that 
there is a majority in both houses in favor ofiis 
passage, that me people really desire a Con- 
vention; and, sir, when wo come to take into 
consideration, the uddilioiial fact, that for 
years past, there ha> been a decided majority 
ofthe members, in the popular branch of the 
I.egislature, who have considered themselves 
absolutely instructed, by their constituents to 
vote for the measure, wo are compelled to con- 
clude that the people have not been hiiiricd in- 
to its support, hy any sudden gust of feeling oi 
passion, hut that it has been the result of cool,' 
and calm, and dispassionate deliberation. And ' 
surely, Mr. Sjieakcr, if ever there could be an! 
auspicious period for changing the constitution 
of a country, it is when the people are free from I 
excitement. When nil is feeling, when all is' 
passion, when all is madness, confasioii, and 
disorder, it would be unsafe to attempt such a 
chnni^e. 

But, Mr. Speaker, whatever may be the opin- 
ion of others, so faras 1 am concenietl, I must 
confess that I am not afraid to trust the peo- 
I have confidence in their virtue, nnd in- 



hope that they will be perpetual. It is tlie rev- 
erence of all classes ofthe people, for the writ- 
ten laws of the country, that constitutes the 
great bulwark of Americuu liberty, and forms, 
at once, the distinguishing trait in the chuiic^ 
ter of the people ofthe new and ihcoM world.

constitution. Sir, I rely upon their virtue anc 
inlclltgence, their patriotism and their love of 
country to settle these important questions. —

We come to now to the subject of our 
sketch. 

Wilson Shannon was born in Bel- 
mom county, Ohio, February 24ih, 1802. 
From liie li;ne ho wss able to labor, lie 
assisted his mother in gaining a liveli- 
hood — occasionally going to school in 
the winter — ho assisted in subduing the 
forest and labored in her service until 
the year 1818. He was then sent by his 
brother James to the Ohio University, at 
Athens, on Hocking river, where he re- 
mained one year — from thence he went 
to Transylvania University, at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., where he remained two years, 
and then returned to Belmont county , 
Ohio, and commenced the study ofthe 
law. He has resided at St . Clairsville 
ever since, in the practice of his profes- 
sion. 

In 1832 he was nominated by the De- 
mocrats of the Belmont district, and ran 
for Congress, Although he ran consid- 
erably in advance of his party in his 
own county , (Belmont,) he was defeated 
in the District, by a majority of 30 voles. 

In the fall of 1833, he was nominated 
for the office of Prosecuting Attorney for 
Belmont county, and was elecicd by a 
majority of about eleven hundred votes. 
In the fall of 1835, he was re-elected to 
to that office without opposition. 

He now stands before the people of 
Ohio, a candidate for their suffrages for 
the Gubernatorial trust; and ivliatever 
may he the result, his friend.s, those 
who know and appreciate his talents and 
his \t orth, will give him an ardent and 
vigorous support; confident, if elected, he 
will so fulfil the trust, as to place him 
among the brightest ornaments of our 
great and prosperous slate. 

Inured to hardship in early life — ho 
knows and appreciates tho wants of the 
people; while his legal attainments, and 
his thorough rending and investigation 
in the political science, admirably quali- 
fy him for a statesman. 

-Mr. S. is a Democrat of the Jefferson 
school; he believes that the objects for 
which the General Government were 
formed, arc few and simple — that it 
should confine its action to the powers 
e.xprcssly delegated — and deprecates the 
exercise of doubtful powers as endangcr- 
ng tho stability of our happy Union. 

As regards matters of State policy, he 
may oinphalically be called an Ohioan. 

He is in favor of an enlightened and 
liberal school system, as the main foun- 
dation of our prosperity and greatness.

DEEPLY INTERESTING SKETCH. 

The folllowing has been presented us 
for publication. It exhibits one ofthe 
most interesting pictures ol western life, 
we have ever seen. Seldom could a fami- 
ly groupe of western adventurers, be 
found on the whole waters of the mighty 
Mississippi, that combine more of “back- 
woods” character tlian is here thrown 
together. Homeless, houseless, and pa 
renlless, in the midst of a dense wilder- 
ness, surrounded by savages and the un- 
tamed beast of the forest, without the 
roach of schools or the socictv of scholars, 
they were most singularly successful, es- 
timable, useful and prominent men, in 
the camp of the adventurous warrior, in 
private life, or in the councils of State or 
nation. And the youngest, which is now 
the Democratic candidate for Governor 
of tho State, which he has seen grow 
from a dense wilderness to a great civil- 
ized and cultivated nation, ihe granary 
and chief star of the whole Union, is not 
the least in the group, or to bo stayed in 
his affections of the people. 

WILSON SHANNON. 
The attitude in which this gentleman 
stands to the people of Ohio — being 
placed in nomination for their suffraocs, 
for the office ot Governor — induces the 
writer of this to give some incidents in 
the early history of Mr. S. and his fami- 
ly. 'I'hey follow : 

Mr. Shannon’s father was of Irish pa- 
rentage, a native of Pennsylvania; he 
was among the foremost to take up arms 
in the struggle for liberty, and served in 
the army during the whole of the revo-l 
lutionary war. At the close ofthe war, 
he settled in western Pennsylvania; from 
thence ho removed to Oiiio county Vir-. 
ginia, where he resided for several years! 
— and subsequently (in 1800) removed' 
to Ohio, and set himself down in the for- 
est in the western part of Belmont coun- i 
ty. lu the winter of 1803, he was found 
dead in the woods, having been frozen to' 
death while on a hunting excursion. He^ 
eft a widow nnd nine children (of which j 
VVilson was the youngest.) J’hey were' 
possessed of no real estate, and only such 
articles of personal property as wore com- 
mon with the first settlors ofthe country. 

Before noticing immediately the sub. 
ject of this sketch, the writer will so f.ir 
digress as to speak of Mr. Shannon’s el- 
der tirothers. First, to show that the: 
Shannon family has rendered Ihe country' 
s-ome service — and second, to invite the 
young men of Ohio to the spectacle, en-, 
noblingaslhe writer conceives it, of so; 
many brothers rising from poverty and i 
indigence, to stations of honor, and dis 
tinction, by their own indn jtry, ener<»v. 
and probity. ° 

The eldest brother (Gf.orce) in 1802 
—3, crossed the Rocky Muuniains with 
Lewis and Clark; alter an absence of- 
three years he returned. Subseiiuenlly,' 
onasecond trip up tlie .Missouri river, 
in the service of the Government, he lost 
his leg in a ba:i!e with the Indians. Be- 
ing then unfitted for active life, he turn-, 
ed his attention to books, nnd through ihei 
kindness of Lewis and Clark, willi what 
means he had of his own, he received a 
libera I oducalion, studied law in ihecilv 
of Philadelphia, and commence 1 the prac, 
lice in Lexington, Ky.— held the office of 
District Atiorney for the Commoiiwealih 
seven years — represenled Fay ette coun- 
ty (Lexington) for three years in the Le-| 
gislature— was appointed and held the of-' 
fice of Judge of the Supreme Court sevral ' 
years, and then resigned it, nnd removed 



1 1 have above pul iiilii the mouth of .Mr. 
Binma;, were the answer returned by 
him to iho ileputalioii Irom our city, lu 
this view ol the crilical posifion of the 
United Stales Bank, 1 do not stand alone 
It i,s the opinion of financiers of ability 
v.nd experience — from whom, indeed, my 
I opinion is formed — nnd which is daily 
j ga ining ground among among ns. Oth- 
ers even go so far ns to say that a re- 
snmpliun of specie pnyments by the U« 
iiited Slates Bank, fur years to come, ow- 
ing to its iniillifarious cinbrrassinents-, 
embarrassments, cannot be effected with 
out ot once reducing it to insolvency, and 
its stockholders to ruin. This, to its 
president and directors, is well knownj 
and it is on this account, and on this ac- 
count only, that such a decided hostility 
is manifested towards a day of real pay- 
ments. The question then to be consid- 
ered is, what will the New York banks 
do under the circumstances? If they Ja- 
resume specie payments they greatly per- 
il Pennsylvania. If they do not resume 
they jeopardise New York. Their re- 
suming under these aspects will be of 
much beuefit to the people generally, but 
of little or no service to tho mercantile 
community, for ibis plain reason; suppo- 
sing (he New York banks to resume (heir 
issues mus( be exceedingly limited; for, 
upon llie the slightest extension, ready 
stands the United Stales Bank to pounce 
upon them with its enormous resources, 
and thus instantaneously compel them to 
curtailment, nnd the mercanlilc cuinmu- 
niiy to a revulsion. If, on the other hand 
they do not resume, their paper will suf- 
fet a vast depreciation ; foreign exchan- 
ges will rapidly rise against them, and 
the commercial world sutler incalculably. 
The given proposition then appears to be: 
Is it better to resume, and so lelieve ihe 
tho New York public, to the detriment of 
the United States Bank and of Pennsyl- 
vania, or not to resume, and so injure and 
so and heat back the progress of 
of New York, and by paper issues aid 
and encourage once more a wild nnd ru- 
inous- system of credit nnd speculation. 
In my opinion, these are the two horns of 
the dilemma — if I have, which it is my 
wish to do,'stated them fairly; and in ar- 
guing this question, let il always be re- 
membered that New York has fifteen 
Jisi.Li iNS less of banking capital than the 
single bank of Philadelphia, controlled 
by Mr. Biddle; yet at this moment Phil- 
adelphia is indebted to New York over 
ten millions of doklars! 

There is more trouble among the Bos- 
ton banks. I need not enter into details,. 
your slips will afford you all requisite in- 
formation. 

A dreadful fire is now raging in our cf- 
ty; happily not in the commercial quar- 
ter. It broke out at noon to-day in avi- 
euue D, between Fifth and Sixth street. 
From twenty to thirty houses are alrea> 
dy consumed. It is feared the fire can- 
not be Slopped, owing to the violence of 
the wind, until the flames reach the riv- 
er. One hundred and twcniy thousand 
dollars in houses alone, are already des- 
troyed. I'he (lames are slillr aging witli 
unabated fury. 

The variutiong in our stock ano pro- 
duce markets are so slight as not to re- 
quire comment. My last quotations 
will serve for all. — Globe. 

Texas. — By an c.xtra 'Telegraph, re- 
ceived from 'Texas, dated Houston 25th 
Decemhor,we learn that the city of Bexar 
in Texas, was on the morning ofthe 20ih 
at about 9 oVIock attacked by a largo 
body ol Me.xicau Oavalry, Cols. Karnes 
and Wells, commanding the Texiaii 
troops at tlint lity, immediately collected 
their men, in number about one hundred 
and twenty, in a body, gave them a 
warm reception. Capt. Rodriguez, who 
brought the intelligence to '’Houston, 
states that when the attack commenced, 
Col. Karnes directed him to procure a 
horse to convey despatches. While he 
was thus employed, the enemy entirely 
surrounded the city, and heavv firing ap- 
peared to be kept up in all parts of the 
place; ho could distinctly hear the two 
field pieces of the Mexicans near the’ 
public square. So completely was the 
city surrounded hy the Mexicans, that 
Capt. Rodriguez could not get m to re* 
ceivc his despatches— he waited until 3 
o’clock in the afternfton to learn the event 
of the contest, but the firing continuino- 
up to that time, he departed for Houston'’ 
Long after he left, even until night, he 
could hear the distant roar of cannon.

The 
depositors of money, waiting for specie 
payments are very convenient for those 
purposes, and the poor man may hold his 
note with expectations, &.C., for he can- 
not even migrate without submitting his 
means to the shaver, the inevitable con- 
sequence is, taking from the poor to pay 
the rich — the stockholder will tell you 
of the solvency of the Bank and its great 
commerrial importance. He is deeply 
interested, but under no responsibility 
for the redemption of their notes in the 
hands of the community. Institutions of 
this kind, governed by the aristocracy of 
wealth, are regardless of law, it is there- 
fore presumptuous to endeavor to flatter 
the people out of their rights, &c.

The int|uiry 
is by no means favorable to these insti- 
tutions; and the suspicion and dread of 
them is daily becoming stronger. Bro- 
kers refuse Boston hills to-day, save the 
paper of the ‘•Suffiilk Alliance,” unless 
at n heavy discount. All Eastern mon- 
ey is in the same condition The panic 
as I forewarned you it would do, is spread- 
ing in Pennsylvania. The Lumherman,s 
Bank, at Warren, of that stale, has ex- 
ploded. Other banks are represented 
as tottering, and likely soon to follow 
its example. H.ird thoughts are enter- 
tained even of “the mighty Bel.” 

The delegation deputed to .Mr. Bid- 
dle has been able to obtain nothing sat 
isfactorv. A plenipotentiary mission 
starts for Philadelphia this evening. 
The reception it will meet with may be 
pretty much gathered from the language 
Hssu -nod by the prints of that city, one 
of which says, “each of their (the New 
York bank.s) delegates, if they .send any, 
will return with a prodigious tlea in his 
ear!” This is taking the “lone dicta- 
live.” atid will not be submitted to here 
While the* e negotiations are pending, 
our capiiali.'ts and commercial men re- 
main inactive; and our stock market ex- 
[eriences a heavy declines. Mr Biddle’s 
lust for a national bank appears to be in- 
curable. His settled conviction is, that 
such an institution can alone restore us 
to prosperity. The people, and a large 
portion of the press, opine the contrary 
and begin to view him in the light of “the 
great agitator” of America, The Oppo- 
sition papers, his old cronies, do not spare 
him. The Journal of Commerce, whose 
dicta on commerce and finance is highly 
to be depended on as expressive of the 
wishes of its patrons, says distinctly, in 
reference to this subject — the co-resump- 
tion of specie payments by Philadelphia 
and New York, and the delegation to 
urge forward the same — that whether it 
meet with failure or success, “New 
York mmst act at any rate.'' This is 
loud barking for the Journal, aad pitched 
on the right clef. The American also 
intimates ihat the course pursued by the 
Philadelphia banks is little bettor than 
sheer roguery."

Lieutenant Wright arrived hv express, 
bringing the satisfactory intelligence of 
the capture of a rebel schooner, without 
the loss of a man, on our side, wi;h throe 
pieces of cannon, and twenty prisoners; 
among the number, a Dr. Thuller of no- 
torious memory. 

The number of rebels killed not ascer- 
tained. At 3’oclock this mornino pre- 
cisely, our little church bell sounded an 
alarm. Everyman was at hisjiostin 
five minutes . 

The old, the 'young, the string, the 
weak, every man who could wield a gun 
or pistol, joined the ranks along the shore 
and coolly awaited the attack of a steam- 
boat, which lay on the opposite side of 
Ihe river, filled with armed men. 

But it seemed such was not their inten- 
tion, for after giving three vociferous 
chcors; the steamer’s bow was turned 
down stream, and was soon out of sight. 

From the peculiar run of the boat, we 
are almost certain it was’the Eric, which 
has thus tar proved herself the ally of 
the rebels.
